The Old Roman liopnbltc. 

The 826 in. which Cicero lived politics 
vae no donbk highly interesticg, but it 
did not tend toward the establiahment 
of longevity in those who engaged in it. 
Well for the politician who was able to 
call his head hia own UDtil he reached 
middle nge. It was not the exciting and 
at timey amusing aud pleaaant game 
played in modern time8» mlh ballots and 
ncvvspaperB. Then it was carried on 
with bludgeons and dirks. Politician? 
went about the streets clad in mail 
armor, and followed by clients, as they 
were called, in crowds, who wc:it armed 
and were hired for the express purposo 
of smashing heads and raising riofs in 
the forum and in jmblic assomhlig^s. 
If the local politicians could not bo 
bouglit, they were killed. Bribery and 
miirdtT were the adjuncts of a hucccs- 
ful political cami^ait^u. Candid itcs tor 
the Cou^Jld^hip^ baiikrapted themselven 
and their friends to get the money to 
be used for bribinf^ ri taincrs anil pav- 
ing thugs aud absaseiaus, promising pay- 
ment when tiie time should oometnat, 
having passed throngli tiif* Consulship, 
they should be a8si';rjed to the (rovernor- 
ship of the rioviuc. s. where, by sys- 
tematic robbery aud Tjilhige, th^y Khonld 
obtain enough to ri'tuni tn ]{oiiio, pav 
their debts, buy the Judges^ nho sLouki 
try them in the eTent that they should 
bo BO unfortunate as to b-.^ arraitrnfd at 
the bar of justice (V) as public phinder- 
erp by some outraged Province, and 
Btill have snflicient left to retire into 
opulent and honored privacy, 

From small beginnings the nation had 
grown Tigoroos and strong and Taliant, 
until her name was f(\arod and her arms 
were as terrible in conflict as those of the 
iron regiments of Puritians, that Crom- 
well turned loose upon the continent to 
vindicate the majesty uf England. Al- 
ways at war, her citizens were her bred 
soldiers, and thus liome became pre- 
eminently a warring aud warlike nation. 
But once during the time of the Bepub- 
lio were the gates of the temple of Janus 
closed. War had made the Bepublic 
great, and war, eonstant and e:cacting of 
life and treasure, sustained her control 
over her immense dependencies. 

The effect of this sort of national 
education was that the successful military 
loaders, the Scipioe and the Snllas, were 
worshiped as demi-godn, and vested with 
ftnthnntjT over th« oeaiioy o£ th« uotioa 
that no King ever possessed. Tneib 
word was law and their will destiny. 
Prom the decrees there lay no appeal 
save to the God of Battle. At the time 
of the birth of Cicero and Ciesar the gov- 
ernment was in name a Republic, but it 
had degenerated into a miserable olig- 
archy of the worst and most emel fbnn. 
There was the Senate composed of pa- 
tricians, and there was still tribunes, 
03LHUles, qusestors, prastors, in name, 
chosen from the representatives of the 
people ; but they were without authority, 
other than that little they received 
through the gracious pleasure of what* 
ever military dictator happened to be in 
the ascendant. In Cicero's youth the 
bloody contest between Sfarius and 
Bulla had divided Eome into factions, 

that slied her best blood in oauseless and 

inhuman strife. 
The death of Marine who himself had 

once been dictator, left the absolute con- 
trol of the governmert in thelumdsof 
Sulla, who had, if not the shadow in 
the name of King, at least the substance 
of dominion without it. His wish was 
law, absolute and unchallenged. Sen- 
ate consuls, tribunes, judges, all did 
exactly as he bid them. He signalized 
the beginniuff of his rule by prescribing 
the liTee anu proi>erty of 5,000 citizens. 
He ordered thera not to be tried for of- 
fenses alleged to have been committed, 
but that they should be slaughtered 
wherever found, because they had been 
friends and followers of Marius, It came 
to be that anyone who desired the lifu 
and property of his enemy had but to ' 
obtain the placing of his name openly 
or surreptitiously upon the pre8cril)cd 
list and immediately he was masbacred. 
For nearly a year this feirful caniival 
continued, and wIumi at last the day 
come wiieu it was declared the slaughter 
should cease, the tyrant who had caused 
it, wiping his bloody lips, sat himself 
doHU lo aiiiiiige aud couiplete a aodr. i,j 
latps to g*^veru this Republic ; and 
after engaging three years iu this work 
of Irgnl reform, as h(^ called it, tliis lle- 
publicau monster resigned his place as 
dlotator, and was allowed to retire tn 
i)eace, with honor, t() private life — whero 
he engaged himself, when not debauch- 
ing, in writing his ntemoirs of which ha 
had just completed the tirenty^seoond 
ToJume when he died. 
• A beautiful Republic, and a fine lot ol 
Republicans surely. The only thing 
about it Kepubilcan was that the nobles 
and patricians stood an equal, yes. a bet- 
ter ohanoe with the plebeiuis of losing 
their heads at the hands of the Repubh* 
can tyraj;^. And this is tiie Republic, 
and Uiese the Republican iustitutione 
that we admirers of Cicero .lay he wa« 
perpetuate and safe lo the Ra

The 
insect was not removed for two days, aud 
Gibson finally died of influnmation of 
the brain.

The Land Qaesllop In England. 
The agitation of tho land question in 
Ireland has extended to England anc 
Bootland, and iean agitetion Aat is tax. 

ing to its utmost the Rtateemanship oJ 
Ureat Britain. The lands in those coun- 
j tlies are owned almost entirely by luiCU 
and noblemen, who inherited thera, and 
have lived extravagantly upon tlio in- 
comes. The rents paid by tenants were 
enormously high, and were usually meai^ 
ured by tho ability of those who occu- 
pied and worked the lands to pay. Ths 
rents ranged from $5 to $10 per acre, ac- 
cording to location. These enonnoni 
rents occupants were able to pay, 
because of the^ high prices of agricul- 
ural products, bni the oompetitron of 
the United States made farming in the 
United I^ffdpm unprofitable, and hence 
a demand Wf a reduction in renfji, and 
hence, also, the "excitement prevail in 
Ireland, and which is extending to Eng- 
land and Scotland. Land owners have 
hoped against hope for years. They 
tried to persuade themselves that tho 
competition from this country would last 
but lor a season, aitkd under this delusion 
they tried to maintain hi|^ rente.

year amounted to 8729,650.016. The 
value of these exp6rts constituted 82.55 
per cent, of the entire value of domes- 
tic merchandise from the United Statop, 
To facilitate these exports the charge 
for inland transportation in the United 
States \uiH larp:eiy decreased. As rail- 
road facilities between the seaboard and 
the West have increased, the costs of 
transportation has diminished. 

Thus it is seen the lands of the United 
Kingdom are brought into close compe- 
tition with those of tiie United States ; 
and no niore can a farmer in Enp:land, 
Scotland aud Ireland pay $6 to 810 or 
820 peivaore for the use of lands than 
could our farmers pav such sums less 
the cost of shipping the products. The 
lands of Texas, which can be bought 
outripiht for S ' to $5 per acre, are now, 
by reason of rapid and cheap transit, 
in close competition with those of Great 
Britain. The man who pays a rent of 
five dollars per acre in the latter, it is 
therefore perfectly plain, can not com- 
pete with the farmer in this country 
who owns his land. Th*? questkm, then, 
is how much can the farmers of the 
Uuited Kingdoju aflord to pay? This 
is to be regulated, not by the wants of 
landlords, but the cost of deliveiiii 
atrriculturrJ j:>ro4iuctf|. in thmt nummU 
from the United SFa^ It is manifeei 
therefore, that the days of colossal in^ 
comes from lauds in Great Britain are 
numbered. 

Tl e London Time.9, discussing this 
contingeiicjr, said it would revolvionizo 
English society; and it will. Tho landr 
lords who spend from 850, 000 to 8500,0^ 
a years will be forced to abandon that ' 
style of hving, and to adopt what we call 
m this eountry republican fiimplicity. 
The competitioij of tliis country M'hicb. 
has revolutioni;£ed agricultural interesta 
and cheapened the value of lands in that 
country is permanent. Our exports may 
vary with the harvt sts, bnt they are al- 
ways bound to be IfaJge, and large enough 
to insure moderate prices in the English 
markets. There is no way Parliament 
could aid the landlords except bv j)utting 
a duty upou imports; but England is a 
republican monarchy, and any attempt 
to tax the bread and meat of the iieople 
would shake the tlirone to its founda- 
tions. Landlordism will be modified, if 
not broken up. and this will prove a good 
thing for the country and its people. A 
landed aristocracy is a curse to any peo- 
ple, and it certiinly cannot stand up in 
competition with tho landctl system of 
the United States, where those who tiU

The Most Amusing Play of the Present Day. Booms for Bent. 



The correspondent who aocompaT)ic<l 
the Arctic expedition of Lieut. Qreelej, 
givea this graphic aoconnt of the interior 
o( Ml Eaqiiimau hut, and th* •Mtj-dAJ 
MBtmne of its mlHtroBB : 

At Proven a better opportunity for 
ttodjing the haAita of the primitlt* 
qnimaux "was afforded than at any other 
place -we have visited. The whalers and 
exploring parties seldom Tisit it and the 
influence of the white man is less per- 
ceptible. Tbey retaia their habits of 
life as practiced before thoy improved 
ttlCir tfon^tion, to a ^-roater extent than 
in other ])art8 of (ueenland. I spent 
four hours con8ecutiyeiy in one of their 
•tlneiiTe *• igloos," or hats. My pre- 
text for eo protracted a Rtav was (tstt nsi- 
blv awaiting the completion of cap «f 
eiaer down, on which one of the squaws 
was engaged. The hat was built of turf, 
moss and stone, and was entered by a 
long, narrow low passage or tunnel — so 
low that I was compelled to crawl on 
hands and fo< t, a most disa;^reeable an<l 
humiliating uroeeeding, as the doas an<l 
nathfM (not mtiofa better in pmnt of 
cleanliness) also have ingress and cgroRs 
through the same vestibule. On reach- 
ing tiie small interior hole, which was 
U^g, eating and sleeping room, the first 
glance discovored tlio mistress of tlie 
house iu an extremely uiry ouiitume, sit- 
ting on the shelf or platform on which 
they sleep. By dnc jtrocess of barter a 
neckercliief that I had worn Mas traus- 
fened to the possession of the squaw in 
nuduokga for eider cap to which I re- 
ferred, and which she at once i>roceeded 
to make, lirst measuring the dome of my 
intellect with great precision. The room 
was too low to admit of standing up- 
right No stove or fireplace appeared ; 
M a fiibatitute was ahoUowed stone, used 
ft» a lamp, with Real oil for fuel and moss 
for a wick. The atmosphere of the room 
was stifling and extremely nauseating 
from the odor of sealukins strewn around. 
The sleeping arrangements were most 
simple. A platform about two feet 
high and extending from the wall about 
six feet occupied one side of the room. 
This is the receptacle of siiins and furs 
during the day, and when the natives re- 
tire they make it a general couch, each 
disciple of Morpheus drawing over him- 
self or herself so many of the skins as 
are necessai^ for eomlon. Theeostume 
of the Esquimaux women is so nearly like 
that of the men that at first glance it is 
4iiBenli to distfaguisli tlie sexes. The 
women, however— as all the world over- 
dress in a more pleasing maimer than the 
men. The costume generally consists of 
a pair of dainty boots of dressed seal- 
skin, stained different colors and orna- 
mented with small pieces cut in fancy 
forma which reaobabore the knee. Then 
come the pantaloons, or trunlis. also oi 
sealskin, but with hair on. These are 
abort, reaching hardly half way down 
the thigh, where they meet the boots < i 
leggings. The upper part of tlie body 
is covered by a loose fitting caRsock, or 
smock, devoid of buttons, \\liieh in 
pulled on ovt-r the head. An attached 
hood can be drawu over the head or al- 
lowed to fall back on the shoulders at 
pleasure. A i^iir of tlie aforementioned 
inniksi or punudoons. was the only part 
cf ttie coetnme that the dusky maier of 
my cap saw lit to wear. She appearfid 
to wort with greater facility, however, 
thab it trammelled with clothing, as she 
deftly held the materials in position with 
her toes while she trimmed or fitt^nl them. 
Two or tlireo eiiiliheu were liauging 
alNrat her without seeming to impede her 
progress in the least. As soon as com- 
pleted she placed the cap on my head, 
and proved at once the possessimi at 
least one {jualit^in common with her 
a&ore civilized sisters, of being able to 
flatter by showing lu gestures and ex- 
pressions gi'eat admiration, but whether 
for her handiwork nr our appearance we 
could not determine, but 1 was at once 
reminded of the remark of the descend- 
ant of Israel : "It tits you like de paper 
on de Mall." I was indeed glad to es- 
cape from the unfragrant place. Tlx9 
single window wua made of membran- 
eous tissue of the stomach of the seal. 
This substance when oiled becamo al- 
most as tranqMrent as glass. Many of 
the natives, however, live in much bet- 
dwellings than the uue 1 have described. 
8ooh a one represents the habitations of 
the poorer dasa.
